RUBIOUS PROPOSAL

W e are highly dubious of the p rop osal 
th a t has crop p ed up again in Wasliingloii 
for creation of a central federal p ress bu­ 
reau, through w’hich new*s from all ad­ 
ministrative government agencies w*ould 
be cleared to p ress and p ulilic. 
The notion sounds 
modern, 
efficient, 
even streamlined, but in p ractice t would 
work out even worse than the p resent 
liit-oi’-miss p lan by wliich each agency 
handles its ow*n p ublicity. 
It is as lump y 
with hidden dangers as a Christmas slock­ 
ing with hard candles. 
To understand w*liy, one must know the 
m anners and customs of W ashington offi­ 
cialdom. 
Once such a bureau was created, no 
indep endent official w*ould dare to sp eak 
his mind to the p ress. 
It w*ould become 
p ossible to p roceed against such a p lain- 
sp oken fellow*, sot for his p lain sp eech but 
on the ground th a t he had “ gone over the 
h e a d ” of the p ress bureau. 
“ Going over 
the h e a d ” of anything or anybody is the 
most heinous offense in any government 
setup . 
In this Avay it w*ould be p ossible to kee]) 
indep endent sp irits in line. (W e don’t sug­ 
gest this adm inistration w*ould do th a t; 
w e’re merely looking ahead.) 
As for the 
weasel in p ublic office, the new* bureau 
would give him a p erfect “ out” on a hot 
issue. 
We can see f^uch a fellow telling 
rep orters th e y’d better talk to the central 
p ress bureau, not to him, wnth a smile. 
A new sp ap er rep orter w*ho began root­ 
ing for a story of his own might easily in­ 
cur the rancor of the head of the central 
p ress outfit. 
It might conceivably m ake 
it a little h a rd er for th at rep orter to get 
along with the central p ublicity office 
thereafter. 
Such things w*ill hap p en. 
On the whole, w*e think congress .should 
drop the subject and concentrate on such 
little things as relief, neutrality, la^xes and 
economic recovery.

1,509 worth $250,000 and up ; 8 46 with 
more than half-million dollars; and 454 
rated as millionaires and better. 
T aking the 
nation 
as

w*hole 
the 
figures read like these: 
There are 1,538 ,335 individuals worth 
from $5,000 to $50,000; 49 3,358 worth 
more than $50,000; 124,763 worth more 
than $100,000; 51,69 8 worth more than 
$250,000; 26,169 wmrth more than $oOO,- 
000; 13,153 wmrth more th an $1,000,000. 
W ith the country definitely em barked 
up on a p olicy aimed at greater distribu­ 
tion of wealth, it is natural to w onder 
how^ these figures w*ill com p are with those 
of a quarter century hence. 
Interest w’ill 
be chiefly in the 
low^er 
brackets 
and 
w’hether the num bers in these group s wnll 
be greatly increased.
